STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


Almost the first thing to attract the 
attention of a visitor to any place 
which he may be visiting is the con 
ditionofits thoroughfares. 
If they 
are in good condition so that he can 
walk or ride about the town withou 
any inconvenience it naturally has 
tendency to give a person a goin 
opinion of the authorities or the pe< 
pie for having them in such gooi 
order. 
On the other 
hand if tlv 
streets are in bad condition, in fai t in 
many places almost mipassal 1 \ he 
immediately becomes disgusted and 
expresses his opinions in a pretty 
strong way, not desiring to go about 
any more for he feels that everything 
else is within the same keeping. In 
Berkeley cpuite an advance has been 
made in the past two or three years. 
Just sufficient, perhaps, that we ma 
see how badly the unimproved streets 
do look. 
More has be< n done in the 


way of putting in sewers than macad 
am 
;zing street 
7 his is a preliminary 
work which has to be done and 
counts in the end alihiugh it does 
not show on the surface. 
Wherever 
the sewer work has been completed 
there the work of grading, curbing 
and macadamizing should immedi­ 
ately follow. 


The objection raised to doing this 
has been that it would tax the prop 
erty owners too heavily to have all 


of these improvements made at once 
particularly when times are as hard 
as they are now. 
The objection may 
be well taken financially, but is there 
not a way to fix this financial matter 


so that the improvements may go on 
and the town be benefitted 
by them 
and the property not distressed. 


We think the bond system would 
apply here and meet the want. 
It 
may be somewhat cumbersome in 
carrying out, but it effects the object 
in the end and everybody would be 
satisfied. 
It is a subject that will 
bear thinking and talking about, un­ 
til the people become*'tlioroughly 
acquainted with its details. It would 
be good subject matter for the Im­ 
provement Clubs to discuss in their 
meetings. 
When once fully under­ 
stood we think the people would like 
the system, and by it a very large 
amount of territory could be im­ 
proved at the same time, which any 
one can see would give work to a 
large number of people. 
This would 
cause a circulation of money to take 
place, which naturally makes luisi 
ness for everybody in tin- town and 
gives it a lively and <onst'<pit'iitly ;i 
pleasant-appearance.
